SAMPLES OF GERMAN AND AUSTRIAN GOODS. 
Exhibition at the Department of Commercial Intelligence. 


An Exhibition of samples of goods of enemy manufacture, including many 
recent additions, is now being held in the new Sample Rooms of the 
Department of Commercial Intelligence (5th Floor), 73, Basinghall Street, 
London, E.C. 2. 

The Exhibition will be open to British manufacturers and exporters of 
British goods every week-day between the hours of 10 am. and 5 p.m. ; 
Saturdays 10 a.m. to 1 p.m. : 

The samples, which number approximately 3,000, are of considerable 
variety, and are labelled with prices (where available), and the name of the 
country in which the goods are sold. Certain of the samples represent 
quite recent designs from enemy sources, and should be of interest to British 
manufacturers desirous of obtaining information respecting the new style of 
goods at present being manufactured in enemy countries. 

The markets represented by the samples are as follows :—United Kingdom, 
British India, Canada, Australia, New Zealand, Africa (South, East and 
North), Russia, Sweden, Netherlands, Denmark, France, Portugal, Italy, 
United States of America, Central and South America, Siam, China, and 
other Far Eastern markets.

IRBIT FAIR, 1917. 


The following notes on the Irbit Fair of 1917 have been furnished. by the 
Acting British Consul-General at Moscow (Mr. R. H. B. Lockhart) and 
H.M. Consul at Ekaterinburg (Mr. T. H. Preston) :— 

The Irbit Fair held this year passed off well, but it may be said to have 
been confined almost exclusively to furs and skins; manufactured goods, 
both of Russian and foreign manufacture, which are usually exchanged at 
this Fair, were conspicuous by their absence. Owing to transport difficulties 
the supply of furs did not come up to expectations. There were many 
buyers, both Russian and foreign, and the demand for goods exceeded the 
supply. Goods were disposed of at high prices as soon as they appéared 
on the market, the keen competition and the low exchange rate of the rouble 
influencing the prices realised. 

The turnover at the Fair this year was less in volume but greater in value, 
as compared with the 1916 Fair, transactions this year having realised 
7,241,600 roubles, as against 5,508,900 roubles in 1916. 

About 700,000 squirrel skins were sold for foreign account ; Lena squirrels 
were about 78 copecks each, and Obi squirrels sold at 65 copecks each. There 
was a large demand for fox skins, a considerable number being. purchased for 
the United States. Record prices were realised for Arctic foxes. As regards 
sables, it appears that 60 per cent. of the skins offered were of old catch and 
largely of Chinese or Mongolian origin. Hunters state that there is a pro- 
bability of still shorter supplies next year. Dark sables were extremely 
scarce, and were sold for the high price of 400 roubles each.

Notg (4).—In order to minimise as far as possible any inconvenience 
which may be caused to British traders by the dislocation of export trade 
owing to the inclusion in the Statutory List of a former connection, the 
Foreign Trade Department is collecting and classifying the names of 
mon-enemy firms who may be able to act as substitutes for firms men- 
tioned in the Statutory List. A considerable amount of information is 
already available at the Foreign Trade Department, and it is in many 
cases possible to suggest the names of satisfactory substitutes without 
the necessity of referring the matter abroad. The Department is, how- 
ever, prepared on application to enquire of His Majesty’s Representa- 
tives abroad for the names of suitable substitutes. When the applicant 
wishes this done by telegraph he is required to undertake to pay the 
cost of telegraphic correspondence. It would greatly facilitate the work 
of the Foreign Trade Department if applicants, in making enquiries, 
would specify the particular trade or trades for which substitutes are 
required. 

Note (5).—The Statutory List for each country is telegraphed, on the 
day of issue, to His Majesty’s Representative in that country who is 
instructed to notify accordingly British Consular Officers, to whom per- 
sons abroad should apply for information as to names on the List. 
Persons and firms in the United Kingdom with agencies or branches 
abroad would, however, be well advised to furnish such agencies or branches 
with issues of the List as they appear. The Lists for all countries in 
Central or South America are also telegraphed to His Majesty's Am- 
bassador at Washington, who transmits them to H.M. Consul-General at 
New York and to other centres in the United States likely to be interested.

The Foreign Trade Department of the Foreign Office has issued lists of 
persons and firms in Egypt with enemy interests, which have been licensed 
by the Egyptian Government to carry on business for the purpose of 
liquidation only, or to which a Receiver has been appointed for the purpose 
of liquidation. These lists, which supersede the lists published on 
pp. 777-80 of the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 14th September, will be 
published in next: week’s issue of the “ Board of Trade Journal.” 


DEALINGS IN WOOL AND TOPS. 


® The Army Council have issued an Order, under date 9th May, to the 
effect that (1) the Orders of the Army Council dated 19th April* and 30th 
April are cancelled, and (2) no person shall after 9th May sell, or offer to 
sell any crossbred or merino wool in stock in the United Kingdom at 
prices exceeding the basis of prices set out in a Schedule to the Order. 


The Army Council have issued a further Order, also dated 9th May, 
ordering that (1) no person shall after the date of the Order sell or offer to 
sell any crossbred or merino tops, or East Indian, Egyptian, Persian and 
other foreign wools in stock in the United Kingdom, except under permit 
issued by or on behalf of the Director of Army Contracts; (2) possession is 
taken of all stocks of Australian, New Zealand, South African and South 
American crossbred and merino wool excepting any wool of the description 
aforesaid held by users for the purposes of manufacture by the holder; and 
(3) the order of the Army Council dated 27th April, 1917 (see p. 229 of the 
“ Board of Trade Journal” of 3rd May), shall continue in force until further 
notice. For the purposes of the said Order tops invoiced or paid for on or 
before 27th April shal] be deemed to have been delivered on or before the 
said date.

The Wool Section of the War Office notifies that the effect of the 
above two Army Council Orders is to remove the prohibition on dealings 
in alpaca, camel hair, cashmere, goat hair, and crossbred noils. As 
regards merino noils, all stocks that have been offered to the Department 
and released under permit may now be bought and sold, All restrictions 
on the purchase and sale of wool outside of the United Kingdom are 
removed, but any stocks of crossbred or merino wool which may be 
imported can only be sold under licence once they have arrived in the Unitel 
Kingdom. Crossbred tops will continue to be taken over by the Departmert 
as they are produced, direct from the topmaker. Under the Army Council 
Order of 2?th April, the prohibition of invoicing and delivery suspends 
private contracts until such time as the topmaker may be able to make 
delivery, but it is made clear that, for the purposes of the Order, tops invoiced 
or paid for on or before 27th April may be regarded as having been delivered 
on or before that date. Sales of merino tops for other than Government 
purposes are suspended until further notice, and topmakers are not permitted 
to sell crossbred or merino wool which they may not require for making into 
tops. All stocks of crossbred and merino wool not held by topmakers, 
spinners, or manufacturers are taken over. 

With regard to the method by which stocks of crossbred and merino wool 
will be taken over, the Department desires to give notice that all holdings 
must be advised to the War Department, Colonial Wool Purchase Section, 
Bradford, within a fortnight from the date of the Order. The Department 
hopes to value and pay for the greater part of the stocks taken over before 
the end of June. Where holdings have been advised within the time stated 
above, interest at 5 per cent. per annum wil] be paid as from Ist July on any 
stocks not paid for by that date. It the holders for any special reason desire 
to realise their holdings urgently, special application should be made in

order that arrangements may be made to receive samples and arrive at a 
valuation promptly. 

The Department has decided to accept the recommendation of the Central 
Wool Advisory Committee that the consumption of crossbred wool or tops in 
spinners’ and manufacturers’ hands for other than Government purposes 
should be prohibited as from 3lst May, 1917, except under restrictions to be 
laid down after consultation with the Joint Priority Committee of Spinners 
and Manufacturers. The exact restrictions to be enforced are now being 
considered by the District Committees and will be embodied in an Army 
Council Order after full discussion at the first meeting of the Joint Priority 
Committee. The consumption of merino wool and tops will also have to be 
restricted, but the date from which the restriction will take effect has yet to 


be determined. 
Coloured Merino Noils. 

Coloured merino noils are released from the general requisition of merino 
noils, dated 30th April,* and need not be offered to the War Department. 
Delivery and payment for such noils is no longer restricted. 

No restrictions for the present are placed on spinners’ laps and waste. 


SUPPLIES OF SICILIAN SULPHUR. 
Committee Appointed. 


The Minister of Munitions announces that, in connection with the distri- 
bution of Sicilian sulphur, the Italian Government have allotted certain 
specified quantities to each of the Allied Governments, and requested that 
His Majesty’s Government should purchase direct: from the Italian Govern- 
ment the quantity allotted to Great Britain, and should be responsible for 
its distribution. 

His Majesty’s Government have agreed to this course, and the following 
Committee has been appointed to deal with the matter :— 

Mr. A. D. Cooper, Foreign Office; Mr. B. A. Collins, India Office; Mr. C. 
W. Dixon, Colonial Office; Mr. R. J. Thompson, Board of Agriculture and 
Fisheries; Mr. F. Gossling, Board of Trade; Mr. R. A. Alston, Ministry of 
Munitions; and Mr. H. S. Mingard, Ministry of Munitions, who will act 
as Secretary to the Committee. 

In view of the increased demand for sulphur in connection with the pro- 
duction of explosives, it was found necessary, after careful consideration, 
that the export of sulphur should be prohibited, but; provided every care is 
exercised to avoid waste in the use both of sulphur and of products and 
compounds in the manufacture of which sulphur is consumed, it is antici- 
pated that agriculturists and manufacturers will not experience any great 
difficulties. 

The Committee has decided to offer to supply imported sulphur in lots of 
not less than 5 tons for use in approved trades and industries. The prices 
for the present, including delivery to the purchaser's nearest railway station, 
will be—

From the prices mentioned above a discount of 2} per cent. will be 
allowed to recognised sulphur merchants and dealers, but not to consumers. 
Applicants claiming this discount must furnish satisfactory evidence that 
they were recognised suiphur merchants or dealers before the war. 

The Committee understands that “ recovered” sulphur can be procured, 
in the ordinary way of business, from the home producers. 

Application for sulphur must be made on special forms, which may be 

rocured from the Secretary, Sulphur Committee, Ministry of Munitions, 
Bustecines Department, Storey’s Gate, S.W. 1. 

All applications must be accompanied by remittance of the purchase price 

in full.

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RESTRICTIONS ON DEALING IN SEEDS, OILS, AND FATS. 


With reference to the Orders made by the Minister of Munitions on Ist 
May (see notice on pp. 226-7 of the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 3rd May) 
and on 9th May (see below), restricting dealings in seeds, oils, and fats, the 
Minister of Munitions has announced, under date 9th May, that he has 
licensed, until further notice, all sales and purchases of special quality seeds 
of any of the descriptions referred to in the said Orders specifically for 
cultivation, irrespective of quantity, and also all sales and purchases of 
home-melt tallow and grease for any purposes and in any quantities. 


The text of the Order of 9th May referred to above is as follows :— 
ORDER. 

Whereas the Minister of Munitions desires to extend the Order made by 
him, dated the Ist May, 1917, regulating dealings in seeds, nuts, kernels, 
oils, and fats in the respects hereinafter appearing. 

Now, therefore, in pursuance of the powers conferred upon him by the 
Defence of the Realm Regulations, and of all other powers enabling him, 
the Minister of Munitions hereby orders as follows :— 

As.on and from the day following the date of this Order, until further 
notice, the schedule hereto shall be deemed substituted for the second 
schedule to the said Order of the Ist May, 1917, and, accordingly, no person 
shall purchase, sell, or deal in or offer to purchase, sell, or deal in any of the 
articles specified in the schedule to this Order at a price exceeding the price 
set opposite to the same in the said schedule. Provided that this restriction 
on price shall not apply to any sale or purchase of any of the said articles 
which, under clause 1 of the said Order of the Ist May, 1917, is authorised to 
‘be effected without any licence issued by or under the authority of the 
Minister of Munitions, nor to any sale or purchase of special quality seeds 
sold and purchased specifically for cultivation.

MANUFACTURE AND REPAIR OF SPORTING GUNS 
AND RIFLES. 


The Minister of Munitions has ordered that, as from Ist June until further 
notice, no work shall, except under and in accordance. with the terms of a 
licence issued under the authority of the Minister of Munitions, be carried 
on in any factory, workshop or other premises on or in connection with the 
manufacture or repair of any sporting gun or sporting rifle, or any rifle of a 
calibre of ‘23 inch or less, or any part of such gun or rifle. 

All applications for a licence in connection with the above Order should be 
made to the Director General of Ordnance Supply, E. M. 3 Section, Ministry 
of Munitions, Whitehall Place, London, S.W. 1. 





NEW DEFENCE OF THE REALM REGULATION. 
Taking Possession of Road Stone Quarries of the United Kingdom. 


The Minister of Munitions has made an Order, under date 9th May, 
ordering that, from and after the date mentioned and until further notice, 
Regulation 9 GG of the Defence of the Realm Regulations shall be applied 
to all road stone quarries throughout the United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and lreland. 

The text of Regulation 9 GG was published on pp. 728-9 of the “‘ Board of 
Trade Journal” of 15th March.

Road stone quarry owners are instructed to carry on their present opera- 
tions till l5th June, 1917, or till such earlier date by which they may have 
received any special instructions from the Committee. 





|RESTRICTION ON USE OF MOTOR SPIRIT FOR MOTOR CARS. 


An Order-in-Council, dated 10th May, further amends the Regulations 
(called the ‘‘ Defence of the Realm Regulations ”) under the Defence of the 
Realm Consolidation Act, 1914, for securing the public safety and the 
defence of the Realm. The Order referred to orders, inter alia, the following 
amendment to be made :— 

1. After Regulation 86 the following Regulation shall be inserted :— 

“8¢6¢.—On and after the twelfth day of May, nineteen hundred and 
seventeen, motor spirit shall not be used for the purpose of any motor 
car let for hire except where the letting of the car— 

(a) is in connection with ambulance or hospital work or the convey- 
ance of wounded soldiers, or is to a duly qualified medical practitioner 
for the purposes of his profession ; or 

(b) is in connection with naval or military or munition service or 
the conveyance of munition workers to or from their work; or 

(c) is authorised by the Board of Trade for any special purpose. 
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RESTRICTION ON Use or Moror Spirit ror Motor Cars—continued. 


“If any person uses motor spirit, or causes or permits motor spirit to 
be used, in contravention of this regulation, he shall be guilty of a sum- 
mary offence against these regulations. 

“In this regulation the expression ‘ motor spirit’ has the same mean- 
ing as in Part VI. of the Finance (1909-10) Act, 1910. 

“ Nothing in this regulation shall apply to any motor cab or motor 
omnibus standing or plying for hire in any street or public place or in 
any railway station; but any question as to whether or not a car is ex- 
empt under this provision shall be referred to the Board of Trade, whose 
decision shall be conclusive.” 

[Note—In Part VI. of the Act of 1910 the expression “ motor spirit ” 
means “any inflammable hydro-carbon (including any mixture of hydro- 
carbons and any liquid containing hydro-carbon) which is capable of being

used for providing reasonably efficient motive power for a motor car.’’] 


CHOPPED HAY AND STRAW: USE OF STRAW. 


The Army Council have issued an Order, under date 9th May, to the 
following effect :— 

On and after 24th May, no chaffed or chopped hay shall be manufactured, 
purchased or delivered in Great Britain unless it contains not less than 
20 per cent. of chopped straw. - 

n and after the same date, no wheat straw shall be used for any purpose 
other than for feeding live stock and for thatching, and no oat straw for any 
purpose other than for feeding live stock, except in either case under licence 
from the District Purchasing Officer of the district or county concerned. 








RESTRICTIONS ON DEALING IN WASTE PAPER. 


The Minister of Munitions has issued an Order, under date 15th May, to 
the effect that as from that date until further notice, no person shall offer 
to purchase, purchase, or take delivery, or offer to sell, sell, supply or deliver, 
any waste paper except under and in accordance with the terms of a permit 
issued by the Royal Commission on Paper. No permit is required in the 
case of a purchase or sale of waste paper not exceeding 5 cwt., provided that 
such purchase or sale is a separate and independent transaction. 

Holders of permits are required to furnish such returns of transactions in 
waste paper as will be required by the Royal Commission. 

The term “ waste paper” is defined in a Schedule to the Order. 

Applications for permits should be made to the Royal Commission on 
Paper, Central House, Kingsway, London, W.C. 2. (D.C.I. 25,074.) 





PACKING OF CERTAIN GOODS. 
Appointment of Committees at Glasgow and Bradford.

With reference to the notice on p. 288 of last week’s issue of the “ Board 
of Trade Journal” relative to an Order made by the Army Council taking 
possession of all stocks of imported soft wood, of 250 standards and upwards, 
held by merchants and agents in the United Kingdom at the date of the 
Order (7th May), it is notified that in a further Order of the same date the 
Army Council have ordered as follows :— 

“No person shall sell any imported soft wood at prices exceeding those 
current during the week ended 31st January, 1917, in the locality in which 
it may be proposed to make any such sale, and in transactions between 
parties standing in corresponding relations.”

Modification of Restriction. 


The Director of Timber Supplies also announces that as it is realised that 
the new permit rules restricting the use of imported soft wood (see pp. 107-8 
of the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 19th April) press very hardly upon 
the retail timber trade, it is desired to do what is possible to mitigate their 
effect, so far as this is consistent with the urgent necessity of enforcing 
economy. It has, therefore, been decided to allow retail timber merchants 
to sell without a permit small parcels of wood, each not exceeding 20s. in 
value, over and above the 1 per cent. on the stocks in hand on Ist April 
last. Parcels not exceeding this value may in fact be sold outside the rules. 
It is hoped that this concession will go some way towards moderating the 
hardships which result from the permit rules. (D.C.I. 24,877.)

All persons concerned are required before 21st May to furnish returns to 
the Secretary of the Oats Control Committee, Ministry of Food, Grosvenor 
House, W. 1, showing stocks of oats afloat, unshipped purchases, and the 
quantity sold or unsold in each case.

UNITED KINGDOM TRADE WITH CANADA AND 
NEWFOUNDLAND. 
Visit of H.M. Trade Commissioner. 


In accordance with the practice that has been established for H.M. Trade - 
Commissioners in the British Self-Governing Dominions to visit the United 
Kingdom officially from time to time, so that manufacturers and merchants 
may have the opportunity of consulting them on any matters connected with 
their business, or of obtaining information as to the possibilities of extending 
their trade, H.M. ‘Trade Commissioner in Canada and Newfoundland (Mr. C. 
Hamilton Wickes) is now in this country, and has already interviewed a 
number of firms at the Offices of the Department of Commercial Intelligence 
of the Board of ‘l'rade, and at the Chambers of Commerce in Bristol, Cardiff, 
Wolverhampton, Walsall, Stoke, Manchester, Liverpool, Dublin, Belfast. 
Londonderry, and Glasgow. 

Mr. Hamilton Wickes is continuing his tour to those trade and industrial 
centres in the Provinces which have been decided upon as most advantageous 
to visit in view of the applications that have been received from firms in or 
near those centres and from Chambers of Commerce. He will continue in 
attendance at Glasgow until Monday next, and afterwards will attend at 
the Chambers of Commerce at Edinburgh, Newcastle, Leeds, Bradford, 
Huddersfield, Sheffield, Derby, Nottingham, Leicester, Coventry and 
Birmingham, in the order named. 
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THE BRITISH TRADE CORPORATION. 
" The full text of the Petition for a Charter put in by the Promoters of the 
British Trade Corporation, and the text of the Royal Charter which was 
granted to the Corporation on 2Ist April last, together with the text of the 
Deed of Settlement, has been published as a Parliamentary paper.* 

The Charter is granted for a term of sixty years, subject to renewal at the 
end of that period. The Corporation is established for the purpose of 
carrying on the business of trading and banking in any part of the world, 
and particularly with the following powers, objects and rights :— 

(a) To act as agents for any Governments or Authorities, or for any 
bankers, manufacturers, merchants, shippers and others, and to carry on 
agency business of any description including the power to act as attorneys 
and to give discharges and receipts. 

(6) To carry on business as contractors, merchants or traders on their own 
account. 

(c) To promote or finance or to assist in the promotion or financing of 
businesses and undertakings of any description, and to develop and prove 
the same, either through the instrumentality of syndicates or otherwise, and 
to act as an issuing house. 

(dq) To enter into any partnership or other arrangements for sharing 

profits or on joint account. 
_ (e) To acquire and hold or dispose of any shares, stock, bonds, obligations, 
debentures, debenture stock, scrip or other securities or interests of any 
companies, trusts, or corporations, or of any Governments, States, Provinces, 
Municipalities or other authorities. 

(f) To acquire and hold or dispose of any interest in any railways, 
tramways, ships, canals, docks, harbours, armament works, ship building 
establishments, irrigation works, electrical works, gas works, water works, 
and in addition any carrying, transporting, trading, industrial, agricultural, 
financial, or manufacturing works, concerns, or business of any description, 
and to carry on the same. 

(g) To acquire and hold any interest in and to develop the resources of, 
and turn to account, deal with, pledge, and dispose of any territories, forests, 
mineral fields or other lands, possessions, buildings or property, real or per- 
sonal, immovable or movable, in any part of the world, including lands, 
buildings and other hereditaments in the British Islands, notwithstanding 
the provisions of any. statutes of mortmain or any other statutes or laws to 
the contrary. 

(h) To undertake and execute any trusts, and to act as executors, adminis- 
trators, receivers, and treasurers, and to give any guarantees, 

(j) To obtain, work or dispose of any Concessions, Charters, Acts of 
Parliament, or other legislative rights, monopolies, licences, patents, copy- 
rights or other privileges or advantages. 

(k) lo establish and maintain Information and Investigation Bureaux, and 
to collect statistics, returns, particulars, and information likely to prove 
useful for the consideration of business and financial propositions, and to 
undertake experimental and research work. 

(1) On behalf of any Governments, Authofities or Corporations to keep 
any registers relating to any stocks, shares, debentures, debenture stock, or 
securities, and to undertake any duties in relation to the registration of 
transfers, issuing of certificates, or otherwise. 

Clause 4 of the Charter grants to the Corporation the right of being an 
agent for the representation of British interests, so far as relates to trade or 
finance, in cases where H.M. Government is desirous that British capital 
shall participate in financial operations not falling within the terms of any 
agreement or arrangements with other parties which may be existing to the 
date of the Charter, but at the same time provides that H.M. Government 
shall be entitled to appoint another agent or other agents in any special 
case in whick such a course shall appear to them to be necessary or 
expedient. It is provided inter alia that the Corporation shall remain 
British in character and free from foreign control, and shall have their 
principal domicile and principal place of business in England, and the 
controlling Board of Directors in England. The first Directors of the 
Corporation are:—Lord Faringdon, The Rt. Hon. F. H. Jackson, Mr, A. 
Balfour, Mr. F. D, Docker, C.B., Hon. W. H. N. Goschen, Mr. J. H. B. Noble, 
and Sir James Hope Simpson. The share capital of the Corporation is to 
be £10,000,000.

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FOREIGN TRADE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM IN 
APRIL, 1917.* 


I.—GENERAL. 


The trade returns for April, 1917, when compared with those for April, 
1916, show increases in the value of the imports into the United Kingdom, 
and of the exports of foreign and colonial merchandise, but a decrease in 
the value of the exports of the produce and manufactures of the United 
Kingdom. As compared with April, 1915, the returns show increases in 
the value of the imports into the United Kingdom, and of the exports of the 
produce and manufactures of the United Kingdom, but a decrease in the 
value of the exports of foreign and colonial merchandise. 
The following table gives the actual figures :-—

From these figures it will be seen that in Avril, 1917, the imports showed 
an increase in value of 11°7 per cent. as compared with April, 1916, and 
of 14°8 per cent. over the figures for April, 1915. The value of the exports 
of the produce and manufactures of the United Kingdom showed a 
decrease of 2°8 per cent. as compared with April, 1916, but an increase 
of 11°3 per cent. over the corresponding month of 1915, whilst the exports 
of foreign and colonial merchandise showed an increase in value of 4°9 per 
cent. as compared with April, 1916, but a decrease of 148 per cent. as 
compared with April, 1!)15. 

The value of the trade during the four months ended April, 1917, as 
compared with the corresponding period of 1916 showed increases in the 
cases of imports into the United Kingdom and exports of the produce and 
manufactures of the United Kingdom, but a decrease in the case of exports 
of foreign and colonial merchandise; as compared with 1915, the returns 
showed increases in all cases :—

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“ABOUR MARKET IN THE UNITED KINGDOM 
IN APRIL, 


According to the May issue of the ‘‘ Board of Trade Labour Gazette,’’* 
nearly all the principal industries were fully employed in April. Much 
overtime was worked, and, apart from increased earnings from this source, 
changes in the rates of wages affecting nearly one and a half million 
workpeople and resulting in a net increase of nearly £300,000 a week were 
reported as having taken effect during the month 

Kmployment in coal mining was good, and showed an improvement on 
a month ago. It was also good at tin and lead mines, and very good at 
iron and shale mines. At quarries employment continued fairly good on 
the whole. 

In the pig iron industry employment continued good, and at iron and 
steel works very good. The engineering and shipbuilding trades were 
working at high pressure, with much overtime. In the tinplate trade 
there was a further reduction in the number of mills in operation, owing 
to the restricted supply of steel bars; the steel sheet trade showed little 
change. In most of the other metal trades employment continued good, 
and much overtime was worked by brass and sheet metal workers. 

In the cotton trade employment continued good in the spinning branch, 
and fair in the weaving section. The woollen and worsted industries 
were fully employed. In the linen trade employment was good in Scot- 
land, but only fair in Ireland, much short time being reported in the 
Belfast district. Employment continued good in the hosiery, jute, bleach- 
ing, calico printing and dyeing trades. and fairly good in the silk and 
carpet industries. In the lace trade it was very good in the plain net 
branch, fairly good in the curtain branch, and bad in the levers section. 

The leather and boot and shoe trades were fully employed. In the 
corset trade employment was good; in tailoring it was fairly good; and 
in the shirt and collar, mantle, costume and blouse trades it was fair. 
Employment showed a decline in the felt hat trade; with silk hatters it 
was bad. 

Men remaining in the building and brick trades were generally well 
employed, and cement workers were busy. In coachbuilding employment 
continued good; in mill sawing and with coopers it was fairly good. In 
the furnishing trades there was an improvement, and the miscellaneous 
woodworking trades were fully employed. In the paper, printing and 
bookbinding trades employment continued good; in the glass and pottery 
trades it was good generally. Employment in the food preparation trades 
continued good, except in the sugar confectionery branch, where it was 
only fair. Towards the end of the month good progress was made with 
agricultural operations, which had been hindered by the unfavourable 


weather of the earlier days. Employment with dock labourers was 
moderate on the whole: with fishermen it showed little change. The 


number of seamen shipped showed a decrease, but at most of the ports 
the supply of seamen was equal to the demand. 





WARNING TO BRITISH EXPORTERS TO ECUADOR. 


The Department of Commercial Intelligence has received informaiion from 
a reliable source to the effect that British exporters should be very careful 
to whom they consign goods in Ecuador. Consignments should only be 
made to old-established clients or to merchants who are prepared to furnish 
the British exporter with the guarantee of a responsible bank.

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NEW INSOLVENCY LAW IN SOUTH AFRICA. 


H.M. Trade Commissioner in South Africa (Mr. W. G. Wickham) has 
ealled attention to an article on the new Insolvency+Act of South Africa 
(No. 32 of 1916), published in a recent issue of the “South African 
Storekeeper ” (Cape Town). This Act, which consolidates and amends the 
laws in force in South Africa relating to the administration of insolvent 
and assigned estates, came into force on Ist January lust. The provisions 
of the new Act, says the article referred to, are very stringent as compare 
with the laws previously in force in the different Provinces of the Union. For 
example, no person will in future be able voluntarily to surrender his estate 
as insolvent unless possessed of available assets sufficient to defray all the 
costs of sequestration out of the free residue of the estate; and again, 
creditors are now able to petition for the compulsory sequestration of an 
estate before a bill becomes due, provided that the debtor has committed 
any act of insolvency. Another point in the new Law is that creditors will 
have the right of examining not only an insolvent, but also any person who 
is, or was within the twelve months preceding the sequestration, in the 
employ of the insolvent, concerning all matters relating to the insolvent’s 
trade, books, etc. As from Ist January, every trader must keep proper books 
of account, a proper set of cash books, and books showing a daily record of 
all goods or property sold on credit, etc. 

It is hoped, the article concludes, that the introduction of this more 
stringent insolvency law will cffect a great improvement in trading in the 
Union, and tend largely to protect those giving credit in the ordinary way 
of business.

WAR TAX ON INCOMES IN THE STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 


The Department of Commercial Intelligence is in receipt of a copy of an 
extraordinary issue of the ‘‘ Straits Settlements Government Gazette,’ dated 
27th March, containing the text of an Ordinance (No. 5 of 1917), assented to 
by the Governor on 26th March, imposing a War Tax on the basis of income. 

This Ordinance, which may be cited as the War Tax Ordinance, 1917, pro- 
vides, inter alia, that there shall be paid, for the year commenced Ist January, 
1917, to the Government in respect of all income (with certain specified 
exceptions) a tax at the rate mentioned in the following schedule :—

Any person, company or association whose total income is less than 3,000 
dols. per annum is exempt from liability to the tax and to assessment under 
this Ordinance. Companies and associations must deliver a statement of 
their incomes to the Collector before 30th June next. 

The Ordinance further provides that a return, in a prescribed form, of the 
employees of firms in the Colony, and the amounts of their salaries, shall 
be made to the Collector. Such firms are charged with the duty of deducting 
the War ‘Tax from salaries paid by them. 

Among other specified deductions which may be made in calculating the 
income on which a company or association shall be rated, it is provided that 
there may be deducted the amount of any income upon which income tax at 
a rate not less than that set out above has been paid in the United Kingdom, 
or in any British Possession, Protectorate or Protected State. 

The same issue of the “Gazette Extraordinary ” publishes Rules made by 
the Governor-in-Council for administering this Ordinance.

ENEMY FIRMS AND PROPERTY IN CEYLON. 


The issue of the “Ceylon Government Gazette” of 16th March contains 
the texts of two Ordinances dealing with enemy firms and property. 

The first Ordinance, assented to by the Governor of Ceylon on 12th March, 
which may be cited as the “Enemy Firms Liquidation (Amendment) 
Ordinance, No. 4 of 1917,” has for its purpose the amendment of the 
“Enemy Firms Liquidation Ordinance, No. 20 of 1916.” The new Ordi- 
nance, inter alia, adds to the principal Ordinance a Chapter (VI.) which 
deals with the sale of immovable property, prohibits the sale of such 
property to “prohibited persons” (v.e., enemy persons, corporations, etc.), 
and requires a declaration from the purchasers of such property that 
the said purchasers are not acting on behalf of any “ prohibited persons.” 

The second Ordinance, assented to by the Governor on 12th March, which 
may be cited as the “ Enemy Property (Amendment) Ordinance, No. 5 of 
1917,” has for its purpose the amendment of the “ Enemy Property Ordinance, 
No. 23 of 1916,” and provides, inter alia, that the Governor in Executive 
Council may vest in the Custodian any property belouging to an enemy.

CURRENCY IN PORTUGAL. 
New Copper-Nickel and Bronze Coins. 


The “Diario do Governo” (Lisbon) of 2lst April publishes a Law (No. 
679) substituting the bronze-nickel money, issued under the Law of 22nd 
May, 1911, by copper-nickel and bronze coins. ‘The copper-nickel ixsue 
will consist of 4-centavo pieces, 25 mm. in diameter, and 7 grammes in 
weight, and the bronze issue of 2-centavo pieces, 23 mm. in diameter and 
5 grammes in weight, and l-centavo pieces 19 mm. in diameter and weighing 


3 mmes. 

The amount of the issue of the 4 and 2-centavo pieces is not to exceed the 
limits fixed by the 1911 Law above referred to, while the issue of 1-centavo 
pieces is not to exceed 750 contos. 

The Law also confirms the prohibition (as decreed in 1916) of the export- 
ation during the war of Portuguese metallic money other than that 
indispensable to the requirements of travelling, computed at 100 escudos, 
or their value, in gold; 5 escudos in silver, and 50-centavos in copper and 


nickel. 
PROPOSED NEW BANKING LEGISLATION IN URUGUAY. 


The “ Diario Oficial” (Montevideo) of 29th March publishes a Bill proposing 
to establish a new banking system in Uruguay. 

The Bill provides that the “Banco de la Republica’’ is to enjoy the 
exclusive privilege of issuing notes as follows :— 

(1) Up to 50 per cent. of its paid-up capital in notes of less than 10 pesos, 
convertible at its option into silver or gold; and 

(2) Up to three times its capital in notes of 10 pesos and more, payable in 
gold to bearer and at sight, it being obligatory, however, to maintain a 
gold reserve of not less than 40 per cent. against deposits at sight and of the 
major issue in circulation. 

It is proposed to continue the privilege granted to the Bank as regards 
the inconvertibility of its notes until three months after the termination 
of the European war. 

The Billalso makes arrangements for the issue of notes, other than those 
above referred to, tor supplying the needs of other banks. The latter would 
be able to obtain notes against the deposit of 50 per cent. in gold of the 
amount solicited and a guarantee for the other half. 

The functions of the National Savings Bank (which is affiliated to the 
“ Banco de la Republica ’’) are defined by the Bill, and the Executive Power 
is authorised to contract, either within the country or abroad, a loan of 
5,000,000 pesos gold, at 6 per cent. interest annually, for the purpose of in- 
creasing the existing capital (1,000,000 pesos) of that Bank. 
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NEW COMMERCIAL CODE OF NICARAGUA. 


H.M. Consul at Managua has forwarded, under date 17th March, a 
copy of the Commercial Code of Nicaragua which was sanctioned by the 
Executive Power on 30th April, 1914, and which came into effect on 30th 
January last. Among the subjects with which the Code deals are the 
following :—Registration and constitution of commercial enterprises; con 
tracts and mercantile obligations in general; insurance; bills of exchange ; 
cheques; shipping contracts and marine insurance; suspension of pay- 
ments; bankruptcy, etc.

EXCHANGE RATE FOR THE MARK IN THE CAMEROONS. 


With reference to the notice on pp. 609-10 of the “ Board of ‘rade 
Journal” of Ist June last relative to a Proclamation, dated 29th March, 
1916, respecting currency in the Cameroons, it is notified that the “ Nigeria 
Gazette ” of 5th April contains the text of a Proclamation, dated 3lst March, 
1917, by the Governor-General of Nigeria, as Administrator of such parts of 
the Cameroons as are in the occupation of the British Forces, fixing, as from 
3rd April, 1917, the rate of exchange for the German coin known as the 
mark at eightpence sterling, or eighty-five centimes French currency. The 
Proclamation of 29th March, 1916, so far as it is inconsistent with this latter 
Proclamation, is cancelled. 





REPEAL OF RUSSIAN LEGISLATION IMPOSING CERTAIN 
RESTRICTIONS IN BUSINESS, ETC. 


H.M. Commercial Attaché at Petrograd (Mr. H. Cooke) reports, under date 
13th April, that the official “ Bulletin of Laws” (Petrograd) of 29th March/ 
11th April publishes a Decree by the Provisional Government repealing all 
the restrictions, established by the then existing laws, in the rights of Russian 
subjects and foreigners, not enemy subjects, due to their adherence to any 
given religion, faith, or nationality. The Decree, which has force from the 
day of its promulgation, repeals, inter alia, all the laws and regulations in 
force in the whole territory of Russia, as well as in separate districts, which 
impose for the above-mentioned reasons restrictions on (1) settlement, 
residence, and travelling; (2) acquisition of the right of possession and other 
rights with regard to personal and real estate, as well as the possession, 
leasing and management of such estate, as also the mortgaging of the same; 
(3) employment in all kinds of crafts, trades, and industry, not excluding 
mining, as well as participation in Government orders, and contracts and 
public tenders; (4) participation in joint-stock and other commercial and 
industrial companies, and also employment in all kinds of positions in such 
companies, whether by election or hire; (5) hire of servants, clerks and 
labouring hands; and (6) use of languages and dialects, other than Russian, 
in private business offices and in business books (registers).

Intelligence, the Director of Agriculture writes 
a that the erection of power plants for agricultural 


yurposes in the Presidency continues, ten having 
Bombay Presidency. ae erected during the year. Repairs were also 
carried out by the Department and advice given to many owners or 
prospective owners of agricultural machinery. Instruction in engine 
driving is being given at the workshop of the College Farm, and 
everything possible is being done to overcome the initial difficulties which 
must occur when inexperienced people take to the use of machinery. ‘The 
present high prices of machinery and of fuel oil tend to restrict the use of oil 
engines, but with a return to normal prices there must be a good future for 
developments of this kind in many parts of the Presidency. 
Kach of the steam ploughs owned by the Department worked at 
a small profit after paying all charges, including depreciation and interest. 
In Gujarat during the year, 1,203 acres of rough, virgin land were broken up 
to a depth of 1 foot, and the large clods harrowed down at a cost of 16 rupees 
peracre. In the Dharwar district 554 acres of grass-bound land were broken 
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BRITISH INDIA—continued. 


up to a depth of 16 inches, at a cost of 25 rupees per acre, and by way of 
extending the short working season a further area of 146 acres was subjected 
to shallow ploughing. There is a good demand for these operations at the 
charges made, and the organisation is improving. In Gujarat steam plough- 
ing appears to be a sound business proposition, while in the East Deccan, 
where the rainy season is a very short one, it is believed that this would also 
be the case. For deep ploughing in these heavy soils it is probable that 
more powerful engines than those ns» would be more economical, and, the 
Director states, this is a matter which should be borne in mind 7 the 
Department when the next investment in steam ploughs is made. In all 
branches of agricultural engineering a strenuous year’s work was accom- 
plished and steady progress maintained. 





FEDERATED MALAY STATES. 


According ‘to information received from the Malay States (nformation 

Agency in London, the demand for tungsten ores that 

yo ag rane has arisen owing to the war has stimulated production 

in 1916 in the Federated Malay States, where the Government 

has suspended the imposition of the export duty. The 

output of woltram in 1916 is returned at 311 tons, as compared with 234 

tons in the preceding year, whilst the output of scheelite was 204 tons in 
1916, as compared with 57 tons in 1915. 

The output of gold in the Federated Malay States in 1916 amounted to 
17,386 ounces, as compared with 18,641 ounces in 1915, the respective values 
being £67,373 and £72,284. Most of the gold came from the Raub mines, in 
the State of Pahang, from which 16,181 ounces were exported in 1916.

RUSSIA. 


The British Vice-Consul at Kertch reports that the Azov-Don eng age 

. Bank has petitioned the Kertch Municipality for the 

shinveilting purchase of 80 dessiatines (about 216 acres) of land 

Works at Kertch situated near the metallurgical works, for the con- 
‘ struction of shipbuilding works. 

According to the prospectus submitted to the Municipality, the enterprise 
will have a capital of not less than 5,000,000 roubles. Construction of the 
works must start within one year from the date on which the Russian 
Government signs the Treaty of Peace with the belligerent countries. 
Within four years from the date of the conclusion of peace, not less than 
2,500,000 roubles must be expended on the erection of works and the neces- 
sary machinery. ‘The prospects for this enterprise are stated to be very 
encouraging. The Municipality has agreed to cede the land required, and 
the matter is now awaiting the sanction of the Central Government.

The British Vice-Consul at Kertch also reports that since the outbreak of the 
war the work in connection with naphtha boring at 
suspended in the Tchengeleck, about 30 verats south-west of Rertoh, 
Kertch District. and on the opposite coast in the Taman Peninsula, has 
been entirely suspended, and will not be resumed 
before the cessation of hostilities. From the completed wells on the Tchengeleck 
estate, naphtha continues to be obtained by baling at the rate of about half 
aton perday: British capital has been invested and the rights of boring in 
both localities belong to two British companies. Expert opinion regard- 
ing the naphtha deposits in this district is favourable. (D.C.L. 21,011.)

H.M. Commercial Attaché at Yokohama (Mr. E. F. Crowe, ©.M.G.) has 
. forwarded an extract from a Kobé newspaper, dated 
cliecemnbet Ist March, from which it appears that a large extension 
Shipbuildimg Yard of equipment is projected by the Mitsubishi Dock- 
at Kobe yard and Engine Works at Kobé. This company is to 
build four steamers this year, ranging from 2,000 to 
6,000 tons, while the construction of other vessels on its own account is also 
contemplated. To meet the increased demand for building capacity, the 
management has undertaken the construction of two new stocks, and a new 
floating dock of 20,000 tons lifting capacity. It is said that when these pro- 
jects are completed the Mitsubishi yard in Kobé will be able to build ships 
aggregating 60,000 tons a year. 

*H.M. Commercial Attaché has also forwarded the following addi- 
tional particulars, furnished by the company, relative to its floating 
dock and the new shops which are being constructed. ‘The dock will be 
moored in the new basin as soon as the breakwater of about 1,000 ft. is 
completed. Jhis breakwater will run from the end of Wada Point, nearly 
parallel with the existing inner breakwater of about the same length. A new 
engine shop is now being constructed with the intention of manufacturing 
Diesel engines for land and marine purposes, especially for submarine boats, 
together with petrol engines for aeroplanes, motor boats and motor cars. 
The new shop is expected to be finished by about the middle of this year. It 
has also been decided to commence the manufacture of the “ Stal” type of 
steam turbine. (D.C.1. 22,329.)

imposes a tax on the sale in Italy of precious stones, 
oe Tax ar Sales oneie, gold and silver plate, gold watches, and, in 
- ~ oe a general, on the sale of anything made of precious 
Plate, Watches, etc. ‘otals. This tax will fall directly on every such sale 
at the following rates :—5 per cent. on prices up to 100 lire; 6 per cent. on 
prices from 100 lire to 1,000 lire; 9 per cent. on prices from 1,000 lire to 
5,000 lire ; and 12 per cent. on all higher prices. 

Exceptions are made in cases of direct sales by private persons (even if 
the goods are sold to dealers), and of sales by makers of these articles to 
traders. 

The cdllection of the tax is made in accordance with Articles 77 and 80 of the 
existing Law of Public Security, under which dealers in precious stones, etc. 
are required to keep a register of all their sales, showing name of buyer, 
date of sale, quality, and price paid. The present Decree orders that pro- 
vision must be made in the register for entering the amount of the tax 
corresponding to each sale; and that dealers must pay the amount of such 
taxes in to the Register Office every month. (D.C.1. 21,969.)

It is, however, provided that those articles which are accom- 
panied by a certificate of analysis made out in the country of origin, it 
destined for transhipment to Patagonia, will avoid the delay which would 
necessarily be incurred by being detained for analysis in Buenos Aires. 
Definite information is not yet available as to the exact character of the 
analysis required. <A certificate will be necessary for each separate class of 
goods shipped, and the certificates must all be legalised by the Argentine 
Consul at the place of export. So far as can be ascertained the regulations 
do not affect goods transhipped at the Chilean port of Punta Arenas en 
route for Patagonia. (D.C.1. 24,182.)

Notice is further given that the Umpire proposes to give his decision on 
the above applications on or after 4th June, 1917.

UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE. 


Decisions by the Umpire. 


Pursuant to paragraph (5) of the Unemployment Insurance (Umpire) 
Regulations, the Minister of Labour hereby gives Notice of the following 
decisions by the Umpire on questions whether contributions are payable :— 


A. The Umpire has decided that contributions ARE PAYABLE in 
respect of :— 


2239X. Workmen engayed in the manufacture or repair of conductor’s 
ticket punches. 
2249X. Workmen engaged in the mannfacture (including assembling and 
japanning) of metal domestic coffee mills and the manufacture of metal and 
leather parts of domestic knife cleaning machines. 
2251X. Enamellers and lacquerers ot brass and other metals in connection 
with the manufacture of electric light fittings. 
2254X. Workmen engaged in the manufacture of articles composed of 
compounds of asbestos and gums for use in war or in the manufacture of 
munitions of war. 
9255X. Workmen engaged in the work of — 
(1) Tack makers ; 
(2) Last and form makers for use in boot and shoe trade; 
(3) Knife makers for presses in boot and shoe trade. 
2256X. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in fitting up, finishing ready 
for sale, or in repairing (including cleaning) electric stoves, cooking apparatus 
and similar electric appliances. 
2257X. Workmen employed in the manufacture of syphons and capsules, 
tyre inflators, metallic hose covering and vacuum flasks, surgical apparatus, 
fire extinguishers, etc. 
2258X. Workmen employed at a school of musketry, and engaged wholly 
or mainly as :— 


(1) Carpenters, making targets and other rifle range appliances ; 

(2) Range wardens, in rough carpentry for the maintenance of 
targets and rifle range appliances. 

(3) Labourers, assisting carpenter. 

(4) Blacksmith and assistant repairing iron fittings for targets, 
shelters, repairing telephones, etc. 


2261X. Workmen engaged in the manufacture of lens mounts, including 
engraving and lacquering. 

2262X. Workmen engaged in the work of making measuring rules, tapes 
and spirit levels, intended for use in war or in the manufacture of munitions 
of war. 

2263X. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in barrelling brass nickel 
buckels and general harness furniture. 

2267X. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in making gauges for 
measuring the thickness of wire rods and sheets of metals. , 

2268X. Workmen employed by an electric supply authority, and engaged 
wholly or mainly in assembling and finishing cable accessories, such as 
jointing boxes. 


B. The Umpire has decided that contributions ARE NOT PAYABLE 
in respect of :— 

2250. Workmen (other than those engaged wholly or mainly in machine 
woodwork or in the making of metal or leather parts) engaged in the manu- 
facture of domestic knife-cleaning machines, which are not intended for use 
in war. 

2252. Slate enamellers employed in connection with the manufacture of 
domestic electric light fittings which are not intended for use in war. 
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National Insurance (Unemployment) Acts, 1911 to 1916.

2253. Workmen employed by an electric lighting authority and engaged in 
the work of— 

(1) cleaning are and incandesent lamps not in connection with 
repair of lamps; 

(2) making by hand removable wooden meter brackets ; 

(3) fixing removable meters and brackets ; 

(4) fuse hands ; 

(5) boiler cleaning ; 

(6) fitting up temporary wires and appliances in show rooms and 
carrying out experiments and tests. 

2259. Persons employed in photographic departments in connection with 
insured trades, and not engaged wholly or mainly by way of manual labour. 

2260. Persons engaged in shipbuilding yards, and described as cabinet 
makers and French polishers making detachable chairs and tables, not being 
fittings of wood of a kind commonly made in a shipbuilding yard or intended 
for use in war.

29266. Workmen (other than machine woodworkers and makers of metal 
parts) engaged wholly or mainly in the manufacture of wooden gatas and 
sheep troughs. 

Note.—Decisions tn which the Umpire has decided that contributions are 
payable under the National Insurance (Part [I.) (Munition Workers) Act, 
1916, are indicated by the letter X at the end of the number, e.g., 1554X. 
Contributions under these decisions are payable as from the 4th September, 
1916. 

Where no reference is given to an Application, the question has been 
decided by the Umpire, without notice, as a matter not admitting of reason- 
able doubt, in accordance with paragraph (2) of the Unemployment Insurance
